Church Funding 
Anti-Trans Attack 
Tells Evangelicals 
“It Ain’t Over” 

Cedar Park Church Has Given $10,000 
to Just Want Privacy’s Anti-Trans Ballot 
Initiative, and They’re Praying for Seattle

um t ain’t over,” Pastor Jay Smith told 
I his congregation at a recent Sunday 
I morning service at the Cedar Park 
Church in Bothell. Smith, a smiling, sandy- 
haired 38-year-old, projected those words on 
two giant screens as he preached. 

In 2012, Cedar Park Church contributed 
more than $20,000 to Preserve Marriage 
Washington, the failed anti-gay-marriage 
campaign. In 2016, the church is now the 
largest individual contributor to Just Want 
Privacy, the statewide effort to repeal human- 
rights protections for transgender adults 
and children. Just Want Privacy’s 1-1515 also 
goes one step further than repealing existing 
protections: It would mandate that public 
school bathrooms are gender-segregated, 
and then allow schools to be sued for letting 
trans kids use the bathrooms in which they 
are most comfortable. 

“You know the community that we live 
in, the culture that there is, that’s swirling 
around today, see all sorts of things happen¬ 
ing in our society, and everybody just wants 


to go nuts,” Smith told his congregants. 
“Everyone’s saying, ‘Oh man, it’s just, the 
wheels are falling off, things are going cra¬ 
zy, what are we going to do, America as we 
know it is over, everything is blah blah blah.’ 
Here’s what I want to tell you: Shhh. Just 
breathe deep.” 

Smith continued: “No matter what you see, 
no matter what you feel, no matter what you 
hear, it ain’t over. It ain’t over when people re¬ 
sist the good news of the Gospel, that doesn’t 
mean it’s over. When people just fall on and 
go pagan and go crazy, that doesn’t mean it’s 
over. When it’s over, you’ll know it. I mean, 
spoiler alert: I’ve read the end of the book.” 

A week after Ted Cruz dropped out of 
the race for president, journalist Sarah 
Posner mused on whether Cruz’s failure sig¬ 
naled the end times for the religious right’s 
grip on Republican politics. Right-wing 
evangelical Christians have helped shape 
Republicans’ political agenda for decades, 


she explained in the New York Times opinion 
section. Now the rise of Donald Trump—a 
philandering two-time divorce who once said 
that transgender people should be able to use 
whichever bathrooms they want—has thrown 
their political power and unity into question. 

But if the evangelical movement is in tur¬ 
moil, you couldn’t tell at Cedar Park, which 
is just a half-hour drive northeast of Seattle. 
Eight hundred people filled the church’s main 
worship space on the Sunday I attended ser¬ 
vices. A full band played to an auditorium 
with three enormous video screens and its 
own bustling cafe. 

The church’s $10,000 contribution to 
Just Want Privacy’s cause makes up about a 
quarter of the anti-trans campaign’s overall 
funding, but Cedar Park stays on the legal side 
of its tax-exempt status as long as its political 
lobbying doesn’t support or reject a specific 
candidate or “constitute a substantial part of 
its overall activities,” according to the IRS’s 
tax guide for churches and religious organiza¬ 
tions. What constitutes a “substantial part of [a 
church’s] overall activities” isn’t clear. The IRS 
evaluates that on a case-by-case basis—and 
Pastor Smith’s congregation just successfully 
raised $450,000 for lights and other improve¬ 
ments on its sports field. For a church that 
can afford to pay $450,000 
for sports field improve¬ 
ments, it’s unlikely that a 
$10,000 political contribu¬ 
tion violates IRS rules. 

Pastor Smith’s 

sermon on the day I at¬ 
tended didn’t explicitly 
reference politics, but he 
still preached a message 
that felt relevant to evan¬ 
gelicals’ current political 
reality. Smith took over 
the duties of senior pas¬ 
tor from 65-year-old Reverend Joe Fuiten 
in 2015 after serving as lead pastor at Ce¬ 
dar Park Northshore for six years. He uses 
the word “awesome” often and doesn’t shy 
away from social media. In February, Smith 
shared the Family Research Institute’s video 
of a “Digital Pro-Life Pioneer Award” being 
given to David Daleiden, the antiabortion 
activist who secretly filmed Planned Parent¬ 
hood officials and has since been indicted. 
Last summer, Smith also posted an antiabor¬ 
tion meme that attempted to play off the 
Black Lives Matter movement. It showed 
a baby with its arms above its head and the 
words “Hands up, don’t crush” along with the 
hashtag #defundplannedparenthood. 

Smith went on to tell his congregation that 
starting that morning, their church would 
be participating in a revival. Seventy-five 
churches, over the next 100 days, are unit¬ 
ing to pray for the greater Seattle area. The 
prayers would contain seven items altogether, 
including repentance for the city, redemption 
of city dwellers, and the “reign of God over 
our city.” 

A fter the sermon, Smith told me that 
Cedar Park had contributed to the 
Just Want Privacy campaign because they 
wanted a voice and believed in democracy. He 
characterized the state Human Rights Com¬ 
mission’s decision to clarify an existing rule 
to protect transgender people in bathrooms 
as “just something that’s been handed down 
from the courts.” 

But what is so harmful about letting 


transgender people pee where they want? 

“I think we want to see good and blessing 
in everyone’s life, but the issue is that it opens 
doors for other dangerous situations, [with] 
pedophiles for instance,” Smith said. He told 
me that the church’s position had less to do 
with transgender people and more to do with 
predators—creepy men he thinks could sneak 
into women’s restrooms in order to prey on 
children. “Who can stop a pedophile from 
entering into a bathroom? And so it’s really 
in the mind of safety and propriety. And es¬ 
sentially this is the way that civilization has 
been for hundreds of years in Western civi¬ 
lization. And this is a new idea, this idea of 
transgenderism. ” 

When I pointed out that children can 
get assaulted in any public place, including 
churches, Smith insisted that bathrooms are 
“a unique environment.” 

Of course, the issue has everything to do 
with transgender people. Trans people face 
some of the highest rates of violence, includ¬ 
ing astronomical rates of sexual violence, in 
the country. Recognizing this, the state Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission added language to 
the state’s 10-year-old antidiscrimination 
code to clarify the existing law prohibits dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of gender identity. 

But groups like Just Want 
Privacy say that trans 
rights put children at 
risk—the same argument 
that used to be routinely 
trotted out against gays 
and lesbians. While 
antigay activists once 
insisted on debunked 
myths that accepting gay 
people would lead to the 
acceptance of pedophilia, 
or that gay parents would 
molest their children, to¬ 
day, anti-trans activists say that pedophiles 
would pretend to be transgender in order to 
assault children in bathrooms. This ignores 
the fact that preying on children is illegal 
no matter what, the problem of people pre¬ 
tending to be transgender in order to assault 
children doesn’t actually exist, and grown 
men already share bathrooms with little boys 
who are also targets for pedophiles. But the 
idea of putting little girls at risk is a potent 
image. 

The parishioners I spoke to after Smith’s 
sermon had various feelings about transgen¬ 
der people using bathrooms. One woman who 
wanted to be quoted by only her first name, 
Katie, said that she didn’t think transgender 
women using the same restrooms was a big 
deal “as long as a person is honest.” At the 
same time, she didn’t like how the law was 
clarified to protect transgender people: “I 
think it’s ridiculous. It seems like people have 
lost their cotton-picking minds. It’s a mat¬ 
ter of privacy.” Another parishioner, Kristy 
Welles, said she thought being transgender 
was a choice, a similar argument made about 
homosexuality: “I believe what you come out 
of the womb is what you are.” 

Smith told me he doesn’t know what this 
election season will ultimately mean for the 
evangelical movement’s participation in na¬ 
tional politics. “I think primarily it’s just a 
reminder to us that, hey, our hope as Chris¬ 
tians isn’t in a political system, it’s hope 
in God,” Smith said. But until the national 
political system sorts itself out, Smith’s con¬ 
gregation is praying that their God will reign 
over Seattle. ■

City Betrays Cyclists

O n August 29, 2014, a young attorney 
named Sher Kung died in downtown 
Seattle when a truck struck her as she hiked 
to work on Second Avenue. She left behind a 
wife and infant daughter. 

Antoine McNamara, a downtown attorney 
and resident of Beacon Hill, remembers rid¬ 
ing past his friend’s body on his way to work 
on the day that Kung died. A tarp was laid 
over it. 

Dozens of people held a memorial ride to 
remember Kung. A shrine, including a “ghost 
bike” painted white and bouquets of flowers, 
appeared at the corner where she died. 

City officials moved fast. Three months 
earlier, Mayor Ed Murray had directed 
engineers and planners to jump-start the con¬ 
struction of a protected bike lane on the street, 
using easy-to-install plastic pylons. Ten days 
after Kung’s death, Murray inaugurated the 
new bike lane. A literal death trap was trans¬ 
formed into vastly safer 
bidirectional pathway for 
cyclists with a physical 
barrier separating them 
from vehicular traffic. 

McNamara said he 
felt like he heard all the 
right things from the city 
after Kung’s death. A mayoral spokesperson 
said at the time that the protected bike lane 
likely would have saved Kung’s life. McNa¬ 
mara agrees. 

He stayed engaged as last July the Se¬ 
attle Department of Transportation (SDOT) 
unveiled the Center City Bike Network plan 
to improve downtown safety and promised 
to begin building it by 2016. But city officials 
said they needed funding. So McNamara 
went out and advocated for last fall’s $930 
million Move Seattle levy. Cascade Bicycle 
Club, Seattle Neighborhood Greenways, and 
bike advocates from around the city worked 
to pass the levy—and 58 percent of Seattle 
voters approved it. 

Then last month, cyclists got distressing 
news about the city’s plan for the next five 
years of bike safety projects. Instead of the 
expected infusion of cash into bike infrastruc¬ 
ture following the passage of the levy, which 
was sold as a prime funding measure for the 
city’s Bicycle Master Plan, there would be 
significant cuts. 

Over the coming five years, the city’s 
new implementation plan for the overall Bi¬ 
cycle Master Plan cuts the five-year total of 
protected bike lanes by nine miles and cuts 
neighborhood greenways by 20 miles. Two 
years after Kung’s death, the Second Av¬ 
enue protected bike lane remains stranded, 
disconnected from other protected bike 
lanes—though its plastic pylons have since 
been upgraded to planter boxes. And SDOT, 
to the dismay of cyclists, decided to delay the 
build-out of a downtown bicycle network—the 
Center City Bike Network—until it finishes 
collecting data about downtown bus traffic. 

“It feels like a bait and switch,” McNa¬ 
mara said. “It doesn’t feel like it’s prioritizing 
what matters.” 


C ity officials seem to have forgotten 
how dramatically life-saving protect¬ 
ed bike lanes can be—including immediate, 


unglamorous quick-fix bike lanes on danger¬ 
ous streets. 

City council members Mike O’Brien and 
Rob Johnson are urging Murray’s SDOT to 
get back to doing what it did with Second 
Avenue: implementing simple and swift 
interventions that protect the lives of cy¬ 
clists, and then improve on them over time. 

At a recent council hearing, Johnson 
told SDOT officials he wanted the depart¬ 
ment to take more “immediate-term steps” 
to make cycling safer in key areas, citing 
the testimony of dozens of commuters and 
families who had hiked into City Hall holding 
#WeCan’tWait signs. One man said he knew 
of four people in his North Seattle neighbor¬ 
hood who’d been hit by cars in the previous 
week, including a mother and child who were 
hospitalized. 

“We’ve gotta be able to have some rapid 
responses,” Johnson said. 

O’Brien talked about 
making “less expensive 
investments... maybe 
on a temporary basis, to 
deliver the safety that’s 
necessary so people can 
make the connections to 
downtown sooner. I think 
there are opportunities to pilot something, 
like we did on Second Avenue.” 

When it comes to downtown, the Seattle 
Bike Blog has some specific suggestions 
about where SDOT can start connecting the 
Second Avenue bike lane to the rest of the 
city, starting now, if Murray wants to take 
“bold, fast action” like he did in 2014: North 
to Dexter and the new Westlake cycle track, 
south to Dearborn, east to Broadway, and 
west to the Alaskan Way Trail entrance at 
King Street. 

In a statement, SDOT threw cold water on 
the ideas, saying only that the agency would 
install them “where we can... but these op¬ 
portunities are becoming fewer as safety 
concerns often necessitate new signals, raised 
driveways, and more substantial buffers.” 

A t a May 4 gathering of the Seattle 
Bicycle Advisory Board, McNama¬ 
ra recounted the experience of seeing his 
friend’s dead body in the road and then 
pleaded with the city officials in the room to 
move faster. He talked about the expedited 
Second Avenue bike lane construction that 
had come so close to saving his friend’s life: 
“Ten days delay made the difference be¬ 
tween life and death for her... She would still 
be alive and that 7-month-old girl would still 
have a mom.” 

McNamara said he’d take a “pilot proj¬ 
ect” or quick safety upgrade any day over 
more delays or gleaming new planters. 
“Now it’s ‘We need to do more planning,”’ 
said McNamara. “I get it, that we need to 
figure out where the buses go and stuff. But 
10 days made the difference. That was life or 
death. And we’re talking about pushing [the 
downtown bike plan] off two years?” 
McNamara paused, his voice quavering. 
“Just make a safe place for people to ride 
their bikes!” he said. “The ‘Seattle Process’ 
can really have impacts on... on real people’s 
lives.” ■

MAYOR FACES BACKLASH OVER PLAN 
TO SWEEP THE JUNGLE A week after 
Mayor Ed Murray's administration an¬ 
nounced plans to shut down a large 
homeless encampment under 1-5 known 
as the Jungle, advocates and city council 
members are calling bullshit. Murray's plan 
for the area gives outreach workers just 
two weeks to try to connect the 200 to 
400 people living in the encampment 
to housing and services. The city and state 
would then use heavy equipment to clear 
the area and possibly install fencing to keep 
homeless people from returning. Seattle 
City Council members Sally Bagshaw and 
Mike O'Brien now say they are working on 
an alternative plan for the encampment. "A 
two- to three-week deadline is a recipe for 
failure," O'Brien told The Stranger . Specifics 
are not yet public, but the council members 
say their plan may ask for more time for 
outreach or for dumpsters and toilets in 
the area. O'Brien said the city should stop 
all encampment sweeps and allow people 
to camp in safe areas, including some areas 
under 1-5. "I can envision a world in which 
there is no need for anyone to be camped 
out in the [Jungle] or anywhere else," 
O'Brien said. "But that world includes a 
lot more affordable housing than we have 
today, and that world is at least a few years 
away."

Bans on Pot Shops in 
Alcohol Impact Areas Is 
a Ridiculously Bad Idea 

Plus, the WSLCB Finally Sets Rules 
for Acceptable Pesticide Levels

S enator Michael Baumgartner (R-Spo- 
kane) recently added another bill to his 
already impressive list of idiotic, regressive 
policy ideas: allowing cities to ban pot busi¬ 
nesses in places based on preexisting alcohol 
impact areas (AIA). 

The AIA program, for those who missed 
that dark chapter of our state’s history, was 
cooked up in 1999 as a way to fight chronic 
street inebriation. Administered by the 
Washington State Liquor and Cannabis 
Board (WSLCB), it bans the sale of certain 
types of booze that are especially popular 
with chronic street drunks. 

That’s right, it’s not a ban on all high-ABV 
booze, it’s a ban specifically on alcoholic drinks 
that homeless people gravitate to, and it ap¬ 
plies only to stores, not bars. The first AIA 
in Seattle went into effect in Pioneer Square 
in 2003, and others exist in Tacoma, Olympia, 
Vancouver, and Spokane. 

As anyone who spends time in Pioneer 
Square can tell you, AIAs didn’t do a damn 
thing to solve chronic street inebriation. In¬ 
stead, they only made life harder for people 
already living hard lives. The program is clas- 
sist, racist, anti-homeless garbage at its worst. 

Baumgartner is framing his proposal as 
a safety issue. “This is a common sense fix 
with serious public safety impact,” he wrote 
in a press release an¬ 
nouncing the bill. “The 
recreational market is 
still young and in need 
of updates. This is just 
another option for local 
cities to address public 
safety concerns.” 

Except that there is 
no evidence that legal¬ 
izing pot has increased 
crime or created a public-safety hazard. 
Teens don’t have easier access to it, and there 
is no proof that pot stores are nuisance busi¬ 
nesses. There is actually more evidence to 
the contrary. 

To wit, pot has been a boon to the Spokane 
economy, said Crystal Oliver, a Spokane-area 
grower. City leaders, she told me, see pot 
stores as a good thing for the city, especially 
in “distressed” areas. “Bringing in a business 
that is going to have foot traffic would be an 
overall improvement to that part of down¬ 
town,” she said. 

According to the Spokesman-Review , a 
Spokane church is driving the legislation. The 
Cathedral of Our Lady of Lourdes is unhappy 
that pot store Lucky Leaf opened nearby and 
blames the store for an increase in aggres¬ 
sive panhandling and other crime. Lacking 
support from the Spokane City Council, the 
church found an ally in Baumgartner. 

But they may have trouble finding others 
sympathetic to their plight. At a May 12 special 
meeting of the senate’s Commerce and Labor 
Committee to discuss the draft legislation, 


two committee members walked out, accord¬ 
ing to Kevin Oliver, president of Washington’s 
NORML chapter, who was present. In an in¬ 
terview, Senator Bob Hasegawa, the ranking 
Democrat on the committee, said: “I have 
many concerns about the bill, in part because 
there are a lot more issues at play than what 
is addressed in it. I got the sense that alcohol 
impact areas are not the correct nexus to ad¬ 
dress the issues raised in testimony we heard 
in Spokane last week. While there is perhaps 
an opening for more public input at the local 
level before marijuana businesses open, I think 
a lot of the concerns raised were stemming 
from preconceived notions about what impacts 
marijuana businesses may have on a communi¬ 
ty, as well as, if not even more so, issues around 
mental-health treatment and social services of¬ 
fered in the immediate vicinity.” 

The last thing we need to do is associate pot 
with a socially regressive policy at the behest 
of one Spokane church. There’s enough of that 
in cannabis already, thank you very much. 

WSLCB Finally Sets Rules 
for Pesticide Levels 


On May 18, the WSLCB passed an emer¬ 
gency rule setting the state’s first pesticide 
action levels for cannabis. It also approved 
draft language for a per¬ 
manent rule regarding 
product recalls, moving 
to make an earlier emer¬ 
gency rule permanent. 
The actions come in the 
aftermath of Pestgate, 
the recent snafu over the 
discovery of disallowed 
pesticides detected on 
Washington cannabis. 

The action levels are modeled on Oregon’s 
existing ones, with a blanket .1 ppm limit for all 
compounds not covered by their list. The Wash¬ 
ington CannaBusiness Association welcomed 
the limits, citing them as a vast improvement 
over the previous system of zero tolerance. 

“Pesticide action levels are standard in the 
food industry and other industries that create 
products for human consumption,” the group 
stated in a press release. “Previously, toler¬ 
ance standards were applied to pesticides in 
marijuana that were out of alignment with 
analogous industries, did not recognize the 
presence of pesticides in our natural environ¬ 
ment, and were impossible to verify in the lab.” 

The two rules are integral to the overall con¬ 
sumer-safety framework for cannabis because, 
without action levels, it was nearly impossible 
for the WSLCB to demonstrate a clear reason 
for a recall. Though the state did issue stop- 
sale orders late in 2015 to two growers whose 
cannabis showed evidence of disallowed pesti¬ 
cides, there has not yet been an official recall of 
any products—only a smattering of voluntary 
ones within the industry. ■

“he” makes me feel like I’m lying about myself, 
and stopping to explain everything derails the 
conversation. And it’s not like I’m being a great 
trans ally when a conversation gets sidelined by 
something like: “Well, random coworker whose 
only trans reference is Caitlyn Jenner, my ex is 
trans and he’s a psychopath.” 

Mike’s Hard Lemonade 

Block Mike’s number, block his e-mail address, 
block him on Twitter, Facebook, Instagram, 
Snapchat, Linkedln, Periscope, Kik, Fuck- 
Stick, WhatsApp, CumDump, etc., etc., etc., ad 
infinitum. 

And stop talking about Mike—don’t discuss 
him with random coworkers, casual acquain¬ 
tances, or friends. If you absolutely, positively 
must discuss him with someone—a true intimate 
with a right to your relationship history, who 
needs to be sensitive to the abuse you suffered— 
you can be a good ally to other trans people (not 
your abusive trans ex) by carefully using nouns 
and descriptors in place of your asshole ex’s pre¬ 
ferred pronouns. So instead of “I met him when I 
was still a teenager,” you say, “I met the abusive 
piece of shit when I was still a teenager.” Instead 
of “It took me eight long years to get away from 
him,” you say, “It took me eight long years to get 
away from that asshole psychopath.” 

What I’m gonna say next will get me 
slammed on Twitter (heavens), MHL, but I’ve 
learned not to read my @s, so here we go... 

If using male pronouns when referring to 
your ex is gonna complicate your life—really 
complicate it—if the “transitioned later” part 
is likely to get dropped during a game of inter¬ 
office telephone, if the qualifier about your ex 
having identified as a woman while you were 
together is likely to get dropped too, and if 
either of those drops could lead coworkers or 
casual acquaintances to assume something 
about you that isn’t true, i.e., that you’re into 
dudes and therefore gettable by dudes, and if 
that erroneous assumption could result in your 
having to deflect awkward and/or unpleasant 
advances from confused males, or if having your 
status as a Gold Star Lesbian questioned could 
induce orientational dysphoria... I don’t see the 
nontheoretical harm in you—and only you— 
misgendering Mike on the rare occasion when a 
convo about him can’t be avoided. You don’t live 
near him, no one you know knows him, and the 
misgendering is unlikely to get back to him. The 
adage “no harm, no foul” applies here. 

But it would be simpler, easier, and ally-ier 
if you sidestepped the issue by not speaking to 
anyone about your asshole ex ever again. 

I am a fortysomething hi woman happily mar¬ 
ried to a newly transitioned 50ish trans woman. 
I have a history of putting myself about a bit 
(safely) before our relationship, but we have been 
monogamous since we met (except for a disas¬ 
trous threesome). My wife hasn’t put herself 
about and has slept with only myself and one 
other to whom she was also married—and that 


threesome. She understands that I have a high 
libido and mostly she doesn’t. Our sex life is lov¬ 
ing and good mostly, but I do want more. There 
have been discussions on opening up our rela¬ 
tionship—but essentially I want to 
and she is resistant. I want to do this 
with transparency and with men 
(mostly), but I don’t feel this is real¬ 
istic emotionally for her given some 
conflict we’ve had over this issue. Is 
cheating the only answer here? 

Never Overly Terrified 


I can see how it might be emotion¬ 
ally tricky for a recently transitioned 
trans woman—that would be your 
wife—to cheerfully sign off on her 
second wife sleeping with men (mostly) 
and with transparency (ethically). But 
if you absolutely, positively can’t commit 
to sleeping with only her for the rest of your 
life, NOT, and you can’t get her permission to 
sleep with others... then, yes, there’s cheating. 
There’s also fantasy, masturbation, repression, 
sublimation, self-sacrifice—and divorce. 

I’m a queer woman. When I entered my 30s, I 
realized that I was more queer/bi than I had 
previously allowed myself to be, and I started 
exploring my attraction to cis heterosexual 
men. Five years later, and I’m in an incred¬ 
ible GGG relationship with a cis het male. He’s 
everything I have ever wanted in a partner: 
sexy, funny, feminist, and smart. We have 
full disclosure about sexuality and kinks, 
no complaints there. What I do have trouble 
with is navigating his family and friends, 
twin social circles composed of heterosexu¬ 
als who fall into stereotypical gender roles. 
I spent my teens and 20s fully submersed in 
queer/trans circles with like-minded feminist 
hippies who are not hung up on the gender 
binary. My partner’s friends are fundamen¬ 
tally good people, but they see nothing wrong 
with “old fashioned” misogyny. I am often 
interrupted, talked over, and “mansplained” 
by my partner’s male friends. And while I am 
a pretty friendly person, I can’t get a foot in 
the door with the women in his friend circle. 
My notions on feminism and equality are way 
too out there, so I tend to keep to myself in a 
corner during parties in order to avoid start¬ 
ing an argument. How do I navigate this weird 
heterosexual world that I don’t understand? 
I’ve tried to explain my feelings to my partner, 
but I think he has a hard time relating, as he 
is a heterosexual cis male and was raised as 
one. How do I keep from losing my cool when 
someone starts to mansplain to me? I may be 
in a heterosexual romantic partnership, but I 
am still a queer lady at heart. 

Bi Lefty Encounters Cis Hets 

Some people “fall into stereotypical gender 
roles” because that’s who they are, BLECH, 
and what you perceive as the thoughtless 
embrace of the gender binary can in some cases 
be an authentic expression of gender identity. 
That doesn’t excuse misogyny and mansplain- 
ing, of course, but not everyone who embraces 
seemingly stereotypical gender roles is a dupe 
who needs a good talking to from the new queer 
girlfriend of an old straight friend. 

That said, if going to parties with your cis het 
boyfriend’s gender-normative friends makes you 
miserable... don’t go to those parties. Or if you 
must go, drag along a leftist-hippie-queer friend 
who can sit in the corner with you and marvel at 
the mansplaining manmuggles and their clue¬ 
less lady friends who aren’t interested in your 
thoughts on feminism and equality. ■

LSD and the Search for God, 

Kingdom of the Holy Sun 

(Lo-Fi) If you're a San Francisco band called 
LSD and the Search for God, you have—to put 
it mildly—a lot to live up to. And as shoegaze- 
revival groups go, LSD and the Search for God 
have nailed the essential elements: dulcet, 
inseparably blended male and female vocals 
that weave post-coitally through heavily FX'd 
guitars, rickety rhythms, and a potent sense 
of hazy vertigo. The quintet has released its 
first recordings in nine years, a five-song EP 
titled Heaven Is a Place (on Deep Space/Mind 
Expansion), and it's a gentle maelstrom of 
sugar-spun melodies and heavy-lidded vocals. 
Right now, the radiantly beautiful "Without 
You" sounds monumental, as the brilliant 
afternoon sun glints off the windows of an 
overpriced condo across from The Stranger's 
offices. Fans of Lush, My Bloody Valentine, 
and the Telescopes' lighter moments may 
find salvation in LSD and the Search for God's 
blurred crusade.

It's hard not to be seduced by a 
band that uses Moog and Rhodes, and Wood 
Knot deploy them in service of songs that 
billow and surge with poised menace, shaded 
a vivid mauve by Annie Wise's dusky vocals.

Boots&PantsooS: KAFKA,

(Kremwerk) Vancouver producer KAFKA 
(aka Richard Duggan) creates that special 
brand of minimal techno that sounds like 
it's being forged in a grim, ice-cold factory. 
Paradoxically, something that seems so frigid 
and foreboding ends up setting fire to your 
synapses. (You're all hardwired like me, right? 
Good.) Anyway, KAFKA does his literary 
namesake proud via the subtle sense of doom 
he injects into his gripping, hypnotic tracks. 
Nothing like a swirling aura of hopelessness 
to get you moving and sweating. Wndfrm 
(Portland's Tim Westcott) has proved himself 
to be a master of chilling, dub-centric techno 
and isolationist ambient music. His produc¬ 
tion style of gradually accruing microscopic 
textures until they build into a mesmerizing 
chug of Basic Channel-like techno works like 
a time-delayed charm; check out his 2014 
EP Formal Variant for proof. Rising Seattle 
techno and house DJ R-Pal (Rachel Kramer 
of the TUF and technodad collectives) opens.

The Coup, Mic Flont, DJ Seabefore 

(Crocodile, all ages) I could listen to Party Mu¬ 
sic, the 2001 album from Oakland's the Coup, 
any day, all day, every damn day. It remains 
as politically and sonically relevant as ever—a 


sweaty, writhing, smart-ass, booty-shaking call 
for political dissent and, more importantly, 
action. But the same could be said for all 
six Coup albums. The group is currently at 
work on a seventh album while communist 
frontman Boots Riley is also busy making his 
first film. Sorry to Bother You, a dystopian 
sci-fi film about race and class warfare. The 
persistence and consistency of the Coup's— 
and particularly Riley's—music and message 
is a testament to the lengthy, struggling, 
grassroots nature of real political change. But 
tonight the Coup play live, and their shows 
are always incendiary—live guitar, bass, drums, 
keyboard, and DJ—all set off by Riley's char¬ 
ismatic intensity. Yes, the Coup want you to 
overthrow capitalist structures, but, more ur¬ 
gently, they insist you move your damn body: 
"Take a look around/And be for or against/But 
you can't do shit if you ridin' the fence." If you 
can't don't dance here, you're fucking dead 
inside.

Rain Fest: Axis, Blacklisted, Burn, 
Clarity, Gouge Away, more 

(Neumos, all ages. May 27-29) The Pacific 
Northwest's premier hardcore festival kicks 
off its opening night with top slots dominat¬ 
ed by bands that pushed the scene's no-frills 
philosophy into more nuanced territories. 
Burn closed out the heyday of New York 
hardcore by adding proto-emo melodicism, 
lyrical portents, and off-kilter guitar lines to 
the surging verses and chugging breakdowns 
of the era. Philadelphia's Blacklisted similarly 
demonstrated the evolution of hardcore 
from an unharnessed four-chord assault to an 


exercise in tension and release. No Warning's 
brief signing with Linkin Park's Machine Shop 
Records in the mid '00s added a dubious gloss 
to their jagged sound, but singer Ben Cook's 
tenure as a guitarist for Fucked Up seems to 
have brought the grit back to their sound, as 
evidenced in recent ragers like "Resurrection 
of the Wolf."

(Gorge Amphitheatre, all ages. May 27-30) 
Make space in your schedule to stare at crip- 
plingly beautiful sunsets and face-plant in 
some chili fries, but have a checklist of some 
can't-miss bands handy, as well. After peeling 
yourself from your car's overheated interior 
upon arrival on Friday, you'll want to check 
out Long Beach's finest MC, Vince Staples, fol¬ 
lowed by Norwegian electro-lounge goofball 
Todd Terje and Australian producer/vocal¬ 
ist Chet Faker.

(Chapel Performance Space, all ages) The 
Wayward Music Series' partnership with Fur¬ 
ther Records (disclosure: I've written some 
press sheets for Further) has yielded two ex¬ 
cellent shows so far, and this one also looks 
promising. Best known for his cosmic synth 
excursions with Brain Fruit and his inventive¬ 
ly noisy techno sets as P L L, Seattle's Chris 
Davis is planning an "improvised modular 
drone trip" for this show. Spacement (aka 
Jeff Brown) released an album last year 
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TIGS TO DO MUSIC 

on Further called Detonation Waves that 
recalls the enigmatic, subterranean tremors 
and disorienting dynamics of cult analog- 
synth master Nic "Pascal" Raicevic and Gil 
Melle's Andromeda Strain soundtrack. Any 
musician who can make you feel as if you're 
staggering on another planet deserves your 
attention.

"Sonny wanders beyond his 
interior walls, runs his hands through his thin¬ 
ning brown hair," he sings in "The Obvious 
Child" from 1990's The Rhythm of the Saints.

He has always been a slightly 
sentimental old man, even when he was 
young. He is the ultimate cool dad—as wise 
and thoughtful as he is darkly humorous and 
caustic. Though Simon began as an acoustic 
folk musician, since 1972 his solo albums, in¬ 
cluding this year's Stranger to Stranger, draw 
inspiration from music as far-flung as Brazil 
and South Africa. His career disproves his own 
lyric "How it's strange that some roots are like 
cages."

Rain Fest: 108, Bent Life, Busted 
Outlook, Twitching Tongues, more 

(Neumos, all ages. May 27-29) Day two of 
Rain Fest is a smorgasbord play of hardcore's

Capturing the 
Revolutionary Spirit of 
the Late Jazz Visionary 
Rahsaan Roland Kirk

T he last thing you want in a film about the sui generis jazz 
musician Rahsaan Roland Kirk is a dry, academic chronol¬ 
ogy of his life and accomplishments. Thankfully, Adam Kahan’s 


The Case of the Three Sided Dream avoids 
that approach. 

There are no album-by-album summa¬ 
ries or stuffy assessments of Kirk’s various 
phases by critics like Nat Hentoff or Stanley 
Crouch (not that I would mind 
the latter). Instead, Kahan 
combines traditional tropes 
like talking-head testimonials 
and reminiscences with archi¬ 
val video footage of Kirk in 
action and being interviewed along with ec¬ 
centric animated sequences. 

These elements emerge with the same im¬ 
pressionistic spontaneity that Kirk applied 
to his music-making. The transitions are sur¬ 
prising but never jarring. Kahan captures the 
iconoclastic multi-instrumentalist’s freewheel¬ 
ing spirit through his loose-limbed directorial 
style—and by letting Kirk’s music (a fiery, in¬ 
ventive confluence of hard bop, blues, free jazz, 
and R&B played on multiple reeds simultane¬ 
ously) do much of the heavy lifting. 


Details of Kirk’s relatively brief life 
(1935-1977) and unconventional musical tech¬ 
niques—he often played the flute with his nose 
and used circular breathing to hold notes for 
extended lengths—emerge via interviews with 
his wife, son, friends, band- 
mates, and other collaborators. 
Blinded shortly after birth 
when a botched hospital proce¬ 
dure burned his corneas, Kirk 
exhibited at age 6 the sort of ad¬ 
venturous instincts that would characterize his 
musical career by cutting a garden hose and 
turning it into a wind instrument. 

The poet Betty Neals observes that sound 
was Kirk’s “one and only reality, his life. Rah¬ 
saan did things harmonically, melodically, 
sonically, physically that had never been seen 
or heard before or since. To know him was to 
know a trickster who was outspoken, political, 
driven, concerned. He had many agendas but 
also could laugh. Above all, he was a man who 
was in tune with his surroundings. I can still 


hear him say, ‘Everything can be music if it’s 
cultivated.’” 

Like Max Roach, Kirk disliked the term 
“jazz,” preferring “black classical music.” 
The terminology reflected Kirk’s unabashed 
pro-black sentiments. (He has a song titled 
“Blacknuss” that features only notes from the 
piano’s black keys.) Even though he released 
music on prominent labels like Atlantic, Pres-

tige, Verve, and Warner Bros., Kirk felt that 
black jazz musicians in America still were not 
receiving the respect and exposure on radio 
and television that they deserved. 

Some of the film’s most scintillating 
moments pertain to Kirk’s subversion of 
mainstream television protocol, including 
disrupting the Dick Cavett Show with whis¬ 
tles during an interview with Trevor Howard, 
right at the point where the British actor 
says, “There are so few places [in New York] 
to hear good jazz music.” The program went 
off the air during that outburst. 

Three Sided Dream’s highlight, though, 
is the scene where Kirk gathers jazz titans 
like Charles Mingus, Roy Haynes, and Ar¬ 
chie Shepp for a performance on the Ed 
Sullivan Show. They were contracted to do 
the beautiful yet innocuous Stevie Wonder 
ballad “My Cherie Amour,” but instead Kirk 
and company tore through Mingus’s uproari¬ 
ous “Haitian Fight Song.” (The leader had 
prefaced the piece with the line “True black 
music will be heard tonight” and then gave a 
Swahili command to begin.) 

Afterward, Sullivan spluttered “wonder¬ 
ful” over and over, but he looked mortified. 

Another memorable vignette shows Kirk 
at a zoo with his son on his shoulders, play¬ 
ing his flute in an imitation of a coyote’s cry. 
As pianist Rahn Burton notes, “Rahsaan 
would try to duplicate sounds he heard in 
ordinary life on his horns. He saw through 
his ears.” 

The Case of the Three Sided Dream re¬ 
veals the powerful impact of the title’s final 
word on Kirk’s life. Dreams inspired his deci¬ 
sion to play three saxes at once and to add 
“Rahsaan” to his name; that was no market¬ 
ing ploy to exoticize himself and gain more 
record sales. 

The film also portrays the indomitable 
urges that drove the Ohio-born Kirk to move 
to New York as a teenager to play music, to 
overcome the handicap of sightlessness, and 
to forge an innovative catalog that combined 
modified saxophones with props like alarm 
clocks, sirens, and whistles, to continue to 
play gigs and record, even after suffering a 
stroke at age 39 that left his right side par¬ 
tially paralyzed. 

Some thought Kirk’s act was gimmicky, 
but this witty sonic and political revolutionary 
dreamed himself into the pantheon through a 
rare ability to fuse oddly beautiful composi¬ 
tions, uncompromising political views, and 
whimsy. We shan’t see his like again. ■

T he latest album by PJ Harvey is un¬ 
likely to change the world, which says 
more about the world than it does about the 
great artist who made it. ( The Hope Six De¬ 
molition Project entered with a comparative 
whimper, as it had the misfortune of being 
released the same week in which Prince 
died.) 

Even if it had received the full 
team-of-stallions- marching-down- Broad- 
way-through-a-blizzard-of-ticker-tape 
treatment that I believe should attend Polly 
Jean Harvey’s every musical utterance, 
Hope Six would still be unlikely to have the 
kind of impact “important” rock music used 
to be able to expect—or in some cases, to 
manufacture— because its central theme 
isn’t a declaration of 
PJ HARVEY ideology or a call to

Demolition Project posite. The album 

(Island/Vagrant Records) is dedicated to the 
HH quest to find even 

one true thing 
worth saying about a world beset by hellish 
depravity, war, hunger, and poverty. 

Though the songs sound like a continua¬ 
tion of Harvey’s Let England Shake , which, 
interestingly, read as something of a recon¬ 
structed protest album, consumed by the 
wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. But where 
that 2011 album’s perspective was literary, 
panoptical, a reflection on the nature of war 
itself, Hope Six is entirely subjective, a sin¬ 
gle lens on a shattered world, hungry for a 
single true image. 

Harvey has said the songs arose from her 
travels to Afghanistan, Kosovo, and Washing¬ 
ton, DC, with the war photographer Seamus 
Murphy, who also collaborated on visual 
materials for Let England Shake. And jour¬ 
nalism does seem to be the operative mode of 
the lyrics throughout. Though the language 
is not without the odd flourish, the perspec¬ 
tive is kept within the constraint of a single 
perspective and all it can and can’t see. (This 
constraint is where the poetry sneaks in.) 

In “The Orange Monkey,” a restlessness 
in the narrator’s mind tells her that the only 
way to resolve the questions that plague her 
is travel. “I took a plane to a foreign land / 
And said, ‘I’ll write down what I find,” she 
sings, in a bit of a mission statement. 

You won’t be surprised to learn that what 
she finds isn’t pretty. Mass killings, brutal¬ 
ized native people, “a displaced family eating 
a cold horse’s hoof.” 

In “Chain of Keys,” she witnesses a wom¬ 
an walking on a dusty road carrying 15 keys 
that go to the 15 houses that have been left 
vacant, presumably because the neighbors 
have been killed. “Imagine what her eyes 
have seen,” Harvey sings. “We ask, but she 
won’t let us in.” 

In the semi-controversial “The Com¬ 
munity of Hope,” bedraggled landmarks fly 
by as if being seen through a car window: 
“Here’s the old mental institution / Now the 
Homeland Security Base / And here’s God’s 
Deliverance Centre / A deli called MLK.” 

The incomplete nature of Harvey’s ob¬ 
servations has vexed people who think she’s 
behaving like a poverty tourist. Clearly, 
though, song and album’s are about the im¬ 
possibility of fully “understanding” the lives 
of people trapped in the kind of environ¬ 
ments she’s singing about. 

We ignore the transparent divisions— 
wealth, class, race, gender—between us at 
our peril (and theirs). (SEAN NELSON)

Reflecting the World We 
Have, Not the World We Want

hen you enter Tacoma Art 
Museum, you have the op¬ 
tion to sit down in a hand¬ 
some little cinema. Short films play on 
a loop—trailers for the frontier art and 
Edvard Munch exhibits now on view 
Both videos are professionally made by 
TAM and would fit into any boardroom. 
Their subject is art, but they are not art. 

Then comes some extremely freaky stuff, as 
if you’ve switched to late-night public access. 

This third video is an underwater/water’s- 
edge phantasmagoria narrated by a disguised 
voice speaking garbled poetry. A mermaid ap¬ 
pears before a window, swimming while smiling, 
for an audience that is implied to be you (you 
pervert). Another woman is dashed 
on the rocks at the water’s edge 
of a bay harboring a mega cruise 
ship. Her bare skin is everywhere 
covered by a full-body wig of long 
brown curls, and she has barnacles for eye¬ 
brows. The same woman poses on land like a 
goddess at her own shrine as the altered voice 
ekes out, “I am the caretaker... I, a mermaid 
prostitute... A sanctuary. A self-care cloud.” 

Given that the video is called Sunken Hot 
House , and given that we are destroying 
oceans at unprecedented rates while jabber¬ 
ing about how to find time for “self-care” in 
busy lives that require consumer goods to be 
delivered within the next two hours —and that 
Hothouse is the name of Seattle’s classic wom¬ 
en’s spa—well, given all that, there is nothing 
freaky or unusual about this video at all. 

It simply reflects the world we’re in. 

Thank you for that re-disorientation, Dako¬ 
ta Gearhart. Gearhart is the Seattle artist who 
created the brilliant 11-minute disruption to 
the environment of corporate video production. 

Sneaking Sunken Hot House into the 
trailer lineup highlights the way that artists 
in NW Art Now, the new survey of Northwest 
art at TAM, are invading the museum as best 
they can, and succeeding. 

On the concrete wall of the museum’s 
parking lot, there’s a huge sign that looks like 
an official municipal posting. “NO DOGS,” it 
says. It’s by Portland artist Brad Adkins, who 
mounts authoritative-looking signs actually 


attached to no authority at all. 

The signs represent a libertarian streak 
in Northwestern identity, says curator Rock 
Hushka, while his other chosen themes for 
this survey are the progressive standbys of 
environmentalism, social justice, and race/ 
class/gender identity. His argument is that the 
Northwest incubates libertarian and liberal 
tendencies that often conflict, and so its art re¬ 
flects desires and realities locked in contention. 

There are calls to shared experience 
throughout the exhibition. In Humaira Abid’s 
My Shame, a red stain appears on the white 
cushion of a genteel upholstered chair. A trail 
of sculpted ants marches on the blood the 
woman left behind. 

Then there’s Tacoma artist 
Jeremy Mangan’s painting Pacific 
Northwest Desert Island, pre¬ 
senting the shared experience of 
being alone. A slice of Northwest 
landscape is marooned and set up for camping. 
Independent or lost? Crossing-over place (as 
indigenous people called this land) or escape? 

Walla Walla artist Juventino Aranda’s tex¬ 
tiles reject the assumption that we all share 
the same Northwest landscape. 

He takes discarded yardage from the 
Pendleton mills, where manufactured blan¬ 
kets mimic indigenous trade items from the 
Southwest and Mexico, and paints fields of 
color on them so they resemble the high art of 
Mark Rothko’s color fields. 

With titles like When All You Have Left 
Are Limes, Make Margaritas, Nod and 
Smile; Old and Faithful Since 1818 (Yellow¬ 
stone), the pieces contrast his family’s hard 
history of migrant work with the grandiosity 
and sublimity of art and landscape. 

In 2007, 2009, and 2012, this survey was 
respectively conservative (leaving out photo 
and video almost entirely), a little less con¬ 
servative, and a veer in the other direction, 
dominated by social practice art. 

This year, the works are refreshingly var¬ 
ied, but Hushka’s installation is frustratingly 
overcrowded (yet again for a Hushka show). 

Hushka collaborates each time with an 
outside curator. Juan Roselione-Valadez of 
the Rubell Family Collection in Miami encour¬ 


aged Hushka to keep the number of artists 
low this year. There are only 24 artists (296 
applied) and 47 works, but they’re stuffed 
into one gallery that bursts at the seams. 

I suspect some works will be overlooked 
for lack of shouting: Rodrigo Valenzuela’s 
Maria TV, for instance, an extraordinary 
video in which real-life maids explore act¬ 
ing out their own lives as well as soap-opera 
stereotypes, or the meditative, slow-crawling 
animal-language paintings of Asia Tail. 

There are a few nice juxtapositions. C. 
Davida Ingram’s two videos, of a group of 
women in a public space and a female couple 
in a private embrace, alternate on facing walls, 
speaking to each other. 

SuttonBeresCuller have a smart, funny 
miniature version of the phallic eruption they 
showed last year at the Frye Art Museum. 
The artists are now portrayed as the delivery 
boys—the workers on the go—for big-time 
go-go patriarchal capitalists. 

It’s funny and smart, too, that SBC’s 
runty inflammations shrink again up against 
a scroll of white paper that climbs 30 feet 
up the wall. A faintly rendered pencil draw¬ 
ing seems dainty at first. But once revealed, 
Amanda Manitach’s drawing overtakes the 
space with its malevolent whisper. It includes 
words borrowed from the doomed, alcoholic, 
mentally ill actress Frances Farmer, who grew 
up in West Seattle, where in high school she was 
already typed a bad girl for denying God in an 
award-winning essay. 

Bad girls, bad boys. One large photo de¬ 
picts two men holding up a portrait of a third. 
The third man is painted, his face blurred by 
pixelation. But he’s recognizable if your pur¬ 
pose is racial profiling: He is a Black man, no 
shirt, tattoos, gold chains, backward cap. 

One of the men holding up the painting 
is Christopher Paul Jordan, who made the 
painting. He also made the photograph, an ex¬ 
pression perhaps of how it feels for Jordan to 
present his work at all at TAM. He and others 
led the #StopErasingBlackPeople movement 
protesting TAM’s Art AIDS America last 
year. His two additional works here are con¬ 
trastingly spectral and indirect, displays of the 
artist carving out interior space for himself. 

Wealth’s effects on art are felt directly in 
NW Art Now. This used to be the Northwest 
Biennial, but the survey has been pushed off 
and will be delayed again as TAM builds addi¬ 
tional wings for private collections. It’s hard 
not to feel ambivalent; TAM is the only mu¬ 
seum that promises to do the worthy work of 
surveying regional art at all. 

Because art is a means rather than an end, 
it is easily pushed aside. Portland artist Lou 
Watson’s piece by TAM’s elevators is a joyful 
example of the freedom and pleasure—the 
necessity—in pointlessness. 

It’s a video of a stretch of Interstate 705 
just outside the museum. When cars pass the 
center of the screen, a computer registers 
their colors and plays them as musical notes, 
in the rhythm of their passing. The score the 
footage created is printed out in sheets on the 
wall, speaking a language that’s becoming an¬ 
tique unless you’re a professional musician. 
The sounds themselves are unexpectedly poi¬ 
gnant. Imagine that: “Section of the 1-705, on 
a Wednesday, for Electric Piano. 

Boom-and-bust cycles pass like freeway 
traffic, and another work in the show will 
look very different when Seattle inevitably 
stops being a place of proliferating sandwich 
boards on sidewalks. 

Paul Komada first leaned two canvas pan¬ 
els against each other outdoors, in the old city 
center of Pioneer Square. Where words or a 
logo would go, he neutralized the ad space. He 
cut holes and loosely sewed into them fragile 
stretches of hand-knitting that depict a pattern 
of bricks to match the cobblestone streets and 
aging masonry around them. They advertise 
only what already is. ■

This kind of match has never 
happened before in the history of our city 
If you can get to a light-rail station, you 
can access movies with almost no hassle, no 
fear of traffic and road ragers, and the plea¬ 
sure of a short walk between the station and 
the theater. Here is a list of recommended 
SIFF films you can watch at the Egyptian 
and Pacific Place this week. 

The Violin Teacher 

Wed May 25, Egyptian, 7 pm 

Lazaro Ramos captured the film-world’s atten¬ 
tion by way of 2002’s Madame Satd, in which 
he played famed Brazilian convict-turned- 
drag-performer Joao Francisco dos Santos. 
He’s barely recognizable as the same actor in 
this reunion with Lower City director Sergio 
Machado’s The Violin Teacher , but he justifies 
that early hype. It’s a more conventional film 
about a classical violinist who screws up his big 
audition and ends up teaching poverty-stricken 


teens, like the virtuosic Samuel (Kaique de 
Jesus), in a Sao Paulo favela. The beats are fa¬ 
miliar—man learns to love teaching, students 
learn to love man—but Ramos makes them 
count. (KATHY FENNESSY) 

Women He’s Undressed 

Fri May 27, Pacific Place, 1:30 pm 

At first you will think that this documen¬ 
tary—which is about the legendary gay 
Australian-born costume designer Orry- 
Kelly—has no chance of surviving its staged 
dramatic sequences. They are not that good, 
that funny, and too numerous. But the story of 
the man (and his masterpiece, Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe’s form-perfect, nude-fantastic dress in 
Some Like It Hot) sustains and rewards your 
interest. You will also leave the doc with a re¬ 
ally bad taste in your mouth about Cary Grant, 
Orry-Kelly’s first big lover. That human was a 
real asshole. (CHARLES MUDEDE) 

Another Evil 

Sat May 28, Egyptian, 11:55 pm 

What do you do when your weekend house is 
haunted? Hire a ghost hunter to come in and 


get rid of the pesky spirits. (One has to wonder 
if this is a jerky move. Can’t you just try to get 
along with them?) But now what’s worse, having 
an awkward weirdo in your house with you for 
a week or the original haunting problem? Dan 
(Steve Zissis) and Os (Mark Proksch) spend 
some forced time together, and things deterio¬ 
rate from there. Another Evil is a different kind 
of horror film, with more total weirdness and 
less blood and guts.

Produced by David Byrne, Contemporary Col¬ 
or came into being after a team asked him for 
permission to use one of his songs for a routine 
in 2008, and the subculture fascinated him. The 
film features 10 composers—including Byrne, 
tUnE-yArDs, St. Vincent, Ad Rock, and Mon¬ 
ey Mark—writing original music for 10 color 
guards. The routines require phenomenal con¬ 
centration and coordination. The goal? Create 
the biggest spectacle possible. It’s an upbeat 
cinematic experience that will leave you either 
exhilarated or exhausted.

Finally, a film about black African child soldiers 
that is not predictable or exploitive and doesn’t 
reheat themes and images found in Joseph 
Conrad’s Heart of Darkness (“The horror, the 
horror”).

It moves, 
feels, and is edited like a movie that has a big 
budget, big names, and big themes. Even some 
of the tension and twists in the plot are the kind 
that studio executives expect from a script. 
The hero, a lawyer, is expertly performed by 
Maimouna N’Diaye. And the villain, a former 
child soldier, is overdone just a little bit by 
Fargass Assande, but he is still a pleasure to 
watch. Indeed, the scene when, while in his 
prison cell, the villain grabs a lit cigarette, in¬ 
hales its smoke with a great desperation and 
intensity, and exhales with the satisfaction of a 
cool sun coming out of the clouds after a storm 
suddenly clears will be imprinted on your mind 
forever.

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X-Men 
Apocalypse 
Plays Catch-Up

I t’s never really stopped being 2003 in the 
X-Universe. Even as the X-Men films 
skipped across timelines in decade-long leaps, 
they’ve carried with them the same faint air 
of apology —a low-level hum of embarrass¬ 
ment. “This is all really silly, isn’t it?” each 
film seemed to whisper. “Superheroes, right? 

Mutants ? Yellow 
spandex? C’mon” 
Bryan Singer’s 
X-Men have never 
resembled—visually 
or characteristical¬ 
ly—their comic-book 
source material, but 
that hasn’t stopped 
those movies from 
being (mostly) satisfy¬ 
ing, character-driven 
melodramas. Character-driven melodra¬ 
mas that just happen to be about blue/furry/ 
scaly people and Hugh Jackman with knives 
in his fists. 

To keep that 2003-aesthetic feeling some¬ 
what fresh (we’re now going on the ninth 
X-movie), the series’ producers have decid¬ 
ed to mash hard on the reset button. X-Men: 
First Class (2011) was a 1960s-era prequel 
imagining young Professor X (James McA- 
voy) and Magneto (Michael Fassbender) as 
globe-trotting recruiters caught up in in¬ 
ternational intrigue. And X-Men: Days of 
Future Past (2014) went all Back to the Fu¬ 
ture, using time travel to unite old and new 
casts while (miraculously) fixing the series’ 
clusterfucked continuity. And now X-Men: 
Apocalypse hits the reset button again— 
and finally lets in the color and humor of 
today’s other, better superhero films, at long 
last allowing its characters to more closely 
resemble their comics counterparts. Apoca¬ 
lypse is easily the most “X-Men!” of all the 
X-Men movies. 

Unfortunately, Apocalypse is also a goofy, 
sloppy mess. At least Apocalypse —writ¬ 
ten by Simon Kinberg, who also cowrote 
the deservedly maligned X-Men: The Last 
Stand —is more successful in its excess 
than Last Stand. Quicksilver (Evan Peters) 
doesn’t just get one show-offy set piece but 
two, and they’re both high points of the 
film. Cyclops—who was basically a grumpy, 
do-nothing dickhead in the original films— 
becomes an actual character, and actor Tye 
Sheridan makes the most of it. McAvoy and 
Fassbender have yet to disappoint as Mar¬ 
vel’s best couple, and while there’s a lot of 
overblown soap opera swirling about like so 
much digital detritus, that’s just as authenti¬ 
cally X-Men as things going “BAMF!” and 
u SNIKTr 

If this was still 2005, Apocalypse’s mis¬ 
steps might be more easily forgiven. But in 
2016 you can’t just show cities weightlessly 
disintegrating and expect it to wow. You 
can’t just replicate comic poses and bellow 
cartoonishly (those two things are all that 
Apocalypse’ s villainous Oscar Isaac does, by 
the way). In the past few years, the superhero 
film has moved so fast along its evolutionary 
scale that while letting the X-Men be X-Men 
(for the first time!) is worthy of praise, the 
rest of Apocalypse’s, attempts to join the su¬ 
perhero pajama jam come off as gauche. 

But even that can be read as the X-Men 
moving in the right direction—they’ve never 
been the “coolest” superheroes. They en¬ 
dure because they’re just as emotionally 
fucked-up and confused as we are. ■

At Spice King, Breads 
Rule—Baked, Fried, 
Griddled, or Stuffed 

You Get to Dip Them in All Kinds of Sauces

I haven’t been this excited about bread in 
a long time. Maybe ever. Sure, a crusty, 
rustic loaf—the kind that leaves a trail of 
shattered crumbs all over my clothes and the 
kitchen counter—is great, but it’s not often 
that I crave it. For the last month, though, 
I’ve found myself repeatedly pointing my 
car toward a warehouse behind the Walmart 
in Renton to eat the warm, fresh, cooked- 
to-order breads at Spice King, a Punjabi 
restaurant tucked inside the international 
grocery DK Market. 

Spice King’s stuffed 
parathas ($4.99) arrive at your 
table straight from the griddle 
they are cooked on, hot and 
steamy, soft and floppy. They look like gi¬ 
ant savory pancakes, each one about a foot 
in diameter. Their edges hang off the serv¬ 
ing plates enticingly. The parathas are made 
from an unleavened whole-wheat dough— 
dusty brown in color, laced with a hint of 
grittiness and sweetness—that are rolled out 
into thin, wide circles before being stuffed 
with spiced fillings such as aloo (potato), gobi 
(cauliflower), keema (ground lamb), mooli 
(grated radish), or the soft cheese called 
paneer. The mooli is especially tasty: moist, 
earthy, sweet, with a pleasant edge of bitter¬ 
ness. You can order your parathas (and every 
dish at Spice King) mild or spicy, on a scale of 
zero to five stars. 

It’s well worth the risk of burning your 
fingertips (and the roof of your mouth) to 


immediately tear into a hot paratha, its swaths 
of dough dotted with gorgeous golden-brown 
bubbles. The bread rips apart easily into 
jagged-edged pieces, steam and bits of diced 
cilantro flying out. Dunk your paratha in some 
of the cooling yogurt-based raita that accom¬ 
panies it, or add fuel to the fire by dipping into 
the fiery house-made fluorescent coral-colored 
hot sauce. Or do both and, while you’re at it, 
be sure to try some of Spice King’s verdant 
mint chutney—herbaceous, tangy, and subtly 
sweet. 

Paneer naan ($4.99) is an 
entirely different bread, but no 
less delicious. The naan, stuffed 
with crumbles of creamy, slight¬ 
ly tangy paneer and fresh cilantro, is made 
from a leavened white flour dough that’s baked 
inside a clay oven called a tandoor. As it bakes, 
it transforms up into a light, airy bread. Bub¬ 
bles puff up on its surface, and the heat from 
the tandoor brandishes them with a flavorful 
char. After cooking, it’s brushed with a gener¬ 
ous coating of clarified butter and arrives at 
the table glistening and lovely. Spice King’s 
tandoor also produces a satisfying keema naan 
($4.99), which is stuffed with spiced, finely 
minced lamb and sweet peas. 

Tandoors have long been used in the 
province of Punjab; they are, traditionally, 
wood-fired clay ovens that imbue the meats 
and breads cooked inside them with heavy 
dose of smoky, grilled flavor. (These days, 
tandoors can be portable, fueled by gas or

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electricity, and made of stainless steel.) Ac¬ 
cording to Pushpesh Pant, author of the 
massive and comprehensive India: The Cook¬ 
book, Punjab has given the world “tandoori 
food, tandoor ovens, and, arguably, the Indian 
restaurant.” 

When the British left India in 1947, 
the subcontinent was divided into two in¬ 
dependent countries, Pakistan and India. 
Punjab—home to Hindus, Sikhs, and other 
religions and ethnicities—was also divided 
into two separate provinces, displacing huge 
numbers of people and scattering Punjabi 
refuges throughout India. 

‘A string of Punjabi roadside restaurants 
called dhabas sprang up all over the larger 
cities and proliferated along every highway,” 
writes Pant in India: The Cookbook. “They in¬ 
troduced the rest of India to the joys of tandoor 
cuisine and the pleasures of eating out. Dhabas 
started not as a business proposition, but as the 
refugee strategy for survival. The food is most¬ 
ly cooked in a tandoor oven, the menu is limited, 
ingredients are fresh, and the food is simple.” 

Today, Punjab produces more than half of 
the country’s grains, including a large per¬ 
centage of its wheat, which may explain why 
there’s so much wonderful bread at Spice 
King. While you could easily make a meal out 
of its stuffed parathas and naans, don’t miss 
its plain breads, which are perfect compan¬ 
ions to the restaurant’s other dishes (of which 
there are many), including tandoori-cooked 
chicken, lamb, and fish. 

Boti kebab ($12.99), cubes of charred, tan¬ 
doori-cooked lamb, are served on a sizzling 
cast-iron plate with onions and bell peppers. 
They’re tossed in an odd, though not entirely 
unpleasant, sweet-sour-spicy glaze that can 
be cut nicely with a generous squeeze of lime 
juice. The meat is deeply gamey and smoky, 
and it tastes great wrapped in a piece of plain, 
buttery naan that’s been dragged across the 
hot plate to pick up sticky bits of flavor. A 
drizzle of mint chutney brightens each bite. 

Naan also acts as an efficient sponge for 
soaking up the complex gravy—rich with red 
chilies, ginger, cardamom, and other spices—in 
Punjabi bakra ($11.99). Tender pieces of musky 
goat swim in the dark, flavorful sauce, begging 
to be sucked clean off their little bones. 

Spice King offers a long list of vegetar¬ 
ian dishes made with lentils, chickpeas, and 
eggplant. Bhindi masala ($9.99) is a standout: 
Thin slices of okra, fried so they are dry, crispy, 
and without any trace of their viscous juices, 
are tossed in a thick gritty spice paste that’s 
warm with cumin, bitter with fenugreek, and 
hot with chilies. Spread the okra on a piece of 
fresh roti—a thin whole-wheat bread baked 
in the tandoor—whose simplicity contrasts all 
of the dish’s spices and crunch. 

Saucy dishes like saag paneer ($10.99), 
cubes of cheese nestled into a sea of pureed 
spinach and mustard greens—so dark and 
green it tastes like the forest—demand to be 
sopped up with Spice King’s roti and naan. The 
sauce is so dense and velvety that it clings to 
your spoon, landing on your bread only after a 
strong flick of the wrist. 

Much of the action at Spice King comes 
from its location inside DK Market, a sprawl¬ 
ing market selling Asian, Eastern European, 
and Middle Eastern ingredients. There are 
whole aisles of tinned fish, olive oils, dried le¬ 
gumes, and international cookies. Its shelves 
are stocked with seemingly every ingredient 
imaginable, from bitter melon to Washington- 
grown buckwheat, kefir-cultured farmers 
cheese to Iraqi flatbread. A diverse set of cus¬ 
tomers push their way through Spice King’s 
front doors, inquiring about samosas, chut- 
neys, and levels of heat. 

“Ma’am, three stars is still very spicy,” a 
woman behind the counter recently told a 
customer hoping for a dish that was medium- 
spicy. “You see, Indian ‘spicy’ and American 
‘spicy’ are very different.” ■

Barbara Earl 
Thomas! 

Drawer, painter, and sculptor Barbara Earl Thomas was the first art¬ 
ist we told this year that she’d been nominated for a Stranger Genius 
Award. Here’s her reaction, photographed outside her studio in Co¬ 
lumbia City 

When we talked to her by phone before the shoot, she said, “My 
shit ain’t over!” 

She has been making work in Seattle for a long time. As a student 
many years ago at the University of Washington, she studied with 
Jacob Lawrence. Even though she’s nominated in the visual art cate¬ 
gory, she’s also a funny, gifted writer of stories, poems, and nonfiction. 


Her drawings, paintings, and sculptures contain what can’t be spo¬ 
ken directly. Each scene is a mysterious tangle of lines and cuts, of 
shadows and colors adding up to people, animals, and weather—and 
sometimes it’s difficult to separate them from each other. You can also 
imagine how they contain the multitudes of her past, what with her 
family’s history in slavery, sharecropping, deep-sea fishing, the Great 
Migration (to Seattle, where she grew up), and her parents’ death in 
a boating accident in 1988. 

Thomas’s solo exhibition Heaven Is Burning opens June 24 at the 
Bainbridge Island Museum of Art. 

As a 2016 nominee, Thomas will be celebrated at the free Stranger 
Genius Awards party on September 24 at the Moore Theatre. She’s 
also in the running for $5,000, no strings attached. The list of all 15 
artists nominated this year will be published on Slog at 10:00 am on 
Thursday, May 26.
